It started at the bottom of the stairs 
that furnished the only exit for the tenants in 
a four-story building, except a fire escape at- 
tacbed to the building outside, and in less 
than tive minutes swept through the stairway 
to the roof, cutting off the escape of a score of 
persons.

Taking the baby up first, he 
tossed it «cut and it fell into the arms of its 
mother, Who caught the other children as 
they were sent to her one by one, and finali¢ 
broke tbe fall of Charles as he leaped, and all 
escaped un burt. 

On the fourth floor lived Cassidy ani an- 
other familvof Egans. Oa the fifth and too - 
most story Mrs. Ellen Sheridan was at bréak- 
fast with four children. The men of these 
families, as of all the others in the house, 
had gone to work, Mrs. Sher- 
idan at the first alarm gathered 
together the children, and sought escape by 
the staire, but the fire had possession of taem. 
There was no succor from the street and she 
sought the scuttle in the roof, but it was im- 
movable. She shrank back from the leap to 
the yard five stories below, aud, closiag the 
door of the apartment to keep out the rapid- 
ly advarcing flames, berself and children 

WERE SUFFOCATED 
by the smoke rapidly fillingthe room. The 
Cassidy family, unable to escape to the rpof, 
flung themselyesfrom the windows. Two of 
the children, Charles and Thomas, aged six 
and eight, roms ined in the room and were 
buined to death. The Egan family also 
LEAPED TO THE YARD 

exeept a child two vears oid, that was 
suffocated. ary Egan in the fall 
was badly injured. Officer Thos. Barrett 
took two children from the second story by 
means ofthe fire escape, but the flames soon 
dent bim to the ground with burned hands, a 
demoralized beard and scorched face. 

The calamity was completed within a half 
tour. In a short time the nine bodies of the 
dead were removed tothe police station and 
the saloon, now with pipes entirely thawed, 
resumed business.

The Posr-Dis raren 
publishes another letter to-day to which the 
name of Mr. William Taussig is attached 
and offers im advance the opinion that the 
reputed author will not question its genuine- 
bess. The letter is as follows: 

MR. TAUSSIG’S LETTER. 


UNION DEPOT COMPANY OF Sr. LOUIs, 
PRESIDENT’S OFFICE, 
St. Louis, July 6, 1871, 
Hon. Henry Overstolz, Chairman of the 

Committee on Streets and Alleys: 

DEAR StR—Herewith I beg to transmit to 
vou five plats numbered respectively frum 1 
to 5,each of which represents one of the local- 
ities Which have been under consideration by 
our company for the erection of a Union 
De pot thereon. I would also say that none 
of these localities have definitely been fixed 
upon and tbat the location, in fact the cirry- 
ing out of the enterprise altogether is depead- 
ant upon the liber ali of the city ia granting 
ithe ure of the streeis,without which apy en- 
aay of the kind becomes wholly impossi- 

le. 

The company asks nothing but the permis- 
sion to spend millions on the erection ofa 
general puovlic improvement without avy de- 
sireto trespass on any pubiic or pr.vute 
rights or priviliges.

BEFORE THE COUNCIL. 

This letter goes back to the inception of the 
Union Depot scheme and is not the only thing 
of interest in connection with the early stages 
of the movement which culminated in ygiviag 
St. Louis tbe collection of leaky sheds on 
Eleventb and Poplar streets. It was address- 
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The company then proceededto organize © 
with William Taussig as president, D. Tor- 
rapnce as vice-president, J. H. Britton trea«- 
urer. The directors chosen were D. Tor- 
rance,E W. Windward, W. R. McKeen, 
Tlomas Allen, J. B. Eads, Thomas A. Scott, 
J. J. Mitchell. A. Boody and William Taussiz. 

It may not be entirely germane, bat it is in- 
teresting to know bow the company expecteu 
to reimburse its stockholders for this vufiay 
of $2,700,000. That such was anticipa is 
very plam from the finanaial scheme adopted 
for the management of the depot. It was as 
follows: 

THE FINANCIAL MANAGEMENT, 

Tbe amount necessarv to paythe annual 
interest on the bonds and the premium thére- 
on (say $155,000); also eight per cent inter- 
est on the paid up capital ($80,000); also 
tbe costs and expenses of maintenance (say 
850, C00), and a sufficient amount to provide 
a sinking fund of not less than $650,000 per 
annum, which sball be used by the trustees 
first to reduce by lot annually 
the bonded indebtedness until it 
is paid «ff and thereafter to return 
ratably to each ebareholder 90 per cent of 
his stock investment. and when this iy ae- 
complished, the depot and its business shall 
ever theresfter be subject only to such assess- 
ment as willbe requinedto pay its mainte- 
nance, taxes and working expenses, with 
eigbt per cent per annum on the remaining 
teu per cent of stock, which shall be preserved 
for the purpose of holding intact the corpor- 
nie organ zation and franchises of the com- 
pany, shall be a-sessed pro rata against all 
the roads using the depot and tunnel. 


A FIRST CLASS DEPOT. 

Intercsting also in this connection is the 
reso ution tLe adoption of which led to the 
conference with the cirv authorities spoken 
of above. It was as follows: Unanimously 
resolved, that, 

WHEREAS, the examination of the pro- 
posed kecstions for a Union Passenyer 
Depot in the ciry of St. Lou's has developed 
diMeulties that can Onlv be overcome by the 
friendly action of the city of St. Louis, in the 
chapeivg of grades of streets or vacating the 
same tor short dista: ces, and perhaps re- 
quire the modification of existing 
general laws uoder which the depot 
corporation is created; and, whereas, it is 
desirable to unite all toe roads east aad west 
ofthe river in order that à first - lass depot 
may be provided for. S:. Louis, therefore, 

Resolved, Thata special committee of five 
be appointed to confer with the authorities of 
St. Lour ,with the officers of the several lines 
of raihoads west of tbe river that termio ite 
o St. Louis and such other parties as said 
‘oummitree may deem needful, in order te 
: scr rtain whether the facilities and united 
i ction ean be obtained. Said committee to 
tavethe power to call the beara together 
„ bepever they ure prepared to submit a re- 
port for the consideration of the board.

CATTLE KING HirrSsO&. 


The Sudden Death of a Famous Frona- 


nad opened up Texas

That Jobn Hittson would die with his boots 
on confidentiy predicted by everybody 
who knew the great Colorado cattle king. 
But old catile buyers inthe city who knew 
bim iu his early days could hardlv credit 
the dispatch tha‘ came yesterday, 
announcing that the heroic frontiersman had 
actuaily cometo his end by being thrown 
from that luxurious vebicle of civilization, a 
carriage. There were bigger stock growers 
on the plaivs than Hittson. Col. Richard 
King, on bis ranch on the Santa Gertrudes 
River, Texas, kept 65,000 cattle. Meflin Ken- 

unedy built a board fence thirty-one miles 
long across the neck of a peninsula press 
ing into the Gulf ot Mexico, and had 30, 000 
head of cattle and thousands of horses and 
sheep io the 240,000 acre enclosure. Hittson 
in bis palmiest days never had over 40,000 
head of eattle, but ho was better knowa to 
all cattle men than any of the rest. 

John Hittson was born in the woods of Ten - 
nessee fifty yearsago,avud his early years 
were spent in felling timber. pulliog stumps. 
avd breaking ground for crops of corn and 
wheat. Before he was twenty-five he began 
to grow discontented with his outlook, and 
he sought for some escape from a long life of 
struggle against poverty. The Mexican war 

gna the adjacent coun- 

try for settlement, and Hittson made up his 
mind to gothither to seek tobetter his for- 
tunes. Hesold his Tennessee farm, bought 
sixty Texas cows and nine brood mares, and 
| wilderness beyond the 
Brazos River. He employed men as fearless 
as bimselftoheip bim, and established his 


ranch in a country filled with hostile Indians 


and predatory bands of Mexican outlaws. 
For the next fifteen years his life was a con- 
tinual warfare. and his reputation for bold 
and daring deeds became known far and wide. 
He Was a meu of commanding presence, a 
wplendid horseman, aud a dead shot. No 
Comanche who got witüin range of the long, 
muzzie-loading riile that Hittson 
with bim from Tennessee 
ever returned to hiscamp fire. When Hitt- 
son opened fire on them from a breech-load- 
er, one of the first yepeating rifles ever seen 
on the frontier, and guve them a dozen shots 
a minute, his enemies were more than ever 
convinced that they were dealing with a su- 
perhbuman being. He carved out a grazing 
luce in this hostile country and maintained 
It against great odds in repeated attacks. As 
civilization approached he moved further on 
to the frontier and grazed his cattle up the 
Pecos Valley into New Mexico. His fortunes 
in thistime bad many changes. The bands 
of caitie thieves and Indians would some- 
times attack and kill his cow-boys and drive 
away the herds, but Hittson would rally a 
force, run down, and shoot or hang the 
thieves and gatber up his cattle again. At 
other times Indians would successfully drive 
away bis cattle, and, again, severe winters. 
disease, or bad markets would nearly ruin 
him. But atthe end of eiyzhteen years 
from the time be started 
out Hittson hau forty thousand 
head of cattle, tifty thousand acres of lanl, 
and along bank account. For the past dozen 
years he experienced more bad than good 
fortune. Ten years ago he quit the Pecos 
country, in New Mexico, and bought 20,000 
acres of land fifty miles east of Denver, Col- 
orado. His purchase lay along the only 
streams in that section of country, and the 
200,000 acrea of adjoining land belonging to 
the Government were valueless except as a 
grazing ground for Hittson’s cattle. He 
stocked the ranche with 10,000 to 12,000 
bead of cattle and 400 or 500 ponies, and 
employed about 200 men. All this property, 
his bouse, and ali its belongings amounting 
in value to $500,000 or more, was invested 
in bis wife. The aseiguing of the property 
was made necessary by the series of costly 
jitigationsjin which he had become involved 
over cattle of disputed ownership that he 
und bought. 

Mr. Hittson was in the prime of manhood 
atthe time of bis death. He was six feet one 
inch tall, straight, litbe and sinewy. He was 
a blonde incomplexion and wore his lizht- 
Colored hair long. He had a finely-cut face, 
the striking feature of which was the firm, 

uare-set jaws, which stamped him as a man 
of resolution. His eyes were a clear. steely 


? -blue, ordinarily pleasant in expression, but 
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most lavish hospitality. 
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flashing fire when be was aroused. Mr. Hitt- 
son was usually a genfal, companionabie man, 
but when excited by liquor, as he not infre- 
quentiy was in his later years, he was 
a dapgerous man to cross. He always 
carrie a pair of heavy pistols, 
and they were used in a_ twinkling 
when bis parsion was up. His cowboys 
liked him but feared him, and his long bat- 
tles with the Mexicans on the Texas frontier 
— the herdeis of that race give him a wide 
berth. His lifetime on the frontier made him 
a gert ot law unto bimself, and courts and ju- 
ries were to him slow means of administering 
He believed iu dealing with offend- 
ere On the spots witbout any was'e of time. 

As a host on his big ranch Hittson was a 
royal entertainer, and no one who has been 
hie guest will ever forget his generous, al-

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PUNISHMENT OF CRIME. 


Henry Bergh’s Vigorous Call for thé 
Whipping Pest. 
From the New York Herald. 

No man should commit crime. If a man 
cannot exist among us without committing 
murder, kill him; get him out of the way as 
soon as possible. Whatdid we recently see 
in the Tombs’ A man whbo was imprisoned 
fora most atrocious murder, whose heart 


was black as bis skin, was fairly besieged by. 


beautiful women, who fed him on luxuries, 
made his cella bower of flowers and fruit, 
and did all in their power to mike him i1mag- 
ine that he was a saint and a bero. This 
maudlin nonsense should stop. Why, kind- 
heated. honest poor - men were starving 
while this vile miscreapt was being pam- 

eredinivxury. I have been sixteen years 
nthe criminai courts looking after the wel- 
fare of what are eslied the lower animals, but 
1 bavea «reater respect for them than I 
ever had before I bad an apportnnity of com- 
paring them with some of the base and miser- 
ablesamples of Lumanity that I have met in 
these courts. Animals never commit such 
acts ss some of these horrible miscreints 
commit. A great deal has been saidabout pen- 
al institutions beingreformed. I would abol- 


ish all of them except the higher grade of 


prisons for the incerceration of the worst 
criminais, and I wou!d setup whipping posts 
everywhere to scourge the minor offenders. 
And to make sure that the lash would be put 
on feelingly, so that politics could not creep in 
to help the offender, I would offer a prize or 
reward for a steam macbine that 
would have no mercy and could 
not be bribed. Criminals are pampered in 
such manner and given such comfortable 
quarters in the Tombsand on the island, and 
have so much betterfood and are so much 
better lodged tban thousands of poor work- 
ing people are, that they commit all the minor 
crimes in order to be sent to these comforta- 
ble hotels. When will this nonsense ston’ 
Wethould havethe bastinado here. It is a 
charming style of whipping, and makes the 
recipient cry out lustily that he will not do so 
any more, and he generally keeps his word. 
W ben I was in the East I asked my dragom in 
if these men kept their promises not to do so 
any more, and he looked at me with 
almost incredible surprise as he 
responded, “Oh, yes, they always keep 
their word; they are quite contented.’’ We 
want a good deal of that contentment here. 
The idea of a whipping lowering a man in his 
own estimation is a farcical one. How much 
estimation has a man for himself when he 
prejs on society? No; a whipping is the best 
kind of moral suasion you can give a crimin- 
al. Some want to take the contirmed crimin- 
al by the band as soon as he comes out of 
prison and do something for him—perhaps 
give him aa office, perhaps send him to Con- 
gress; but they should not do that. For 
many bad men are already in office. The best 
thing you can do to a man who has served a 
term in prison is to get him sent off where he 
is not known and let him try lifeanew; there 
is vo cbauce for bim where be is known, and 
any attempted reformation based on the sup- 
position that there is, is false and injurious. 


THE LATE BLANQUI. 


Wonderful Career of An Industrious 
French Conspirator. 
From ine New York Evening Post. 


Louis Auguste Blangui was a brother of the 
more noted economist Jerome Adolphe Bian- 
qui, and was born in 1805 at Nice, when that 
city was undergoing changes of allegiance and 
opinion between Italy and France. He wasa 
born revolutionist, and has remained true at 
least to his opinions tothe end of his days. 
At the age of twenty-five he had already taken 
arms against the Orleanisi Charles X, and re- 
ceived therefor the famous decoration of 
July. Whenthe government of Louis Phil- 
ippe had been restored his advocacy of every 
extreme political opinion became manifest in 
contiibutions he made to the French press 
and is not unjustly accused of having been 
more instrumental than any other in fo- 
ment ng the troubles of 1848. 

In 1835 he bad already been arrested, tried 
and sentenced to a tine of 200 francs, but atjhis 
sentence he posed in thix, as on the many sub- 
sequent occasions whenbe suffered impris- 
onment and exile as a martyr, and received 
allegiance thereby f:0m the more violent dis- 
tricts of Frence. Only a few years after this 
first arrest he was sent to prison for two 
years and ftined 5,000 francs for supposed 
complicity in the infernal devises against the 
hfe of Leuis Philippe by Joseph Fieschi and 
his accomplices. Before the fuliterm of bis 
imprisonment had expired he was amnestied, 
but was no sooner released than he renewed 
bis attempts against the monarchy by hand 
and tongue. In 1839 he was at the bottom of 
an insurrection with Barbes and others, and 
when discovered was condemned to death. 
This penalty, however, he escaped, his sen- 
tence having been commuted to perpetual 
imprisonment, which in France meant only 
imprisonment until a change of government 
took lace. Here he remained

Jeased bim and wished to place him at the 
head ofsffairs. He then organized after the 
revolution of February, the Central Repub- 
lican Society, which menaced seriously the 
revisional government. Shortly after this 

e organized another attempt against the 
constituent assembiv, but was this time 
driven from his course by his own party, 
whose violence and restiessness did not al- 
low bim to complete a victory. After this he 
was again obliged to endure a “‘martyrdom”’ 
and was sentenced to ten years’ imprisonment 
in Belle Isle, where he remamed until 1859. 
Scarcely had he been free for three years 
when he was again imprisoned after the com- 
mune ot 1871. His last release, on!v a year 
or £0 ago, Was the cause of great rejoicing in 
the south of France. He began unew his 
reyolutionary career and promised when re- 
turned to the legislative assembly to create a 
fresh disturbance in the country. Little, how- 
ever, has been heard of him since the refusal 
of the Chambers to ratify his election.

A World special from Albany savs: Tue 
cracked roof of the new capitol is not the 
greatest danger which threatens life and prop- 
erty growing out of the erection of this huge 
structure. The whole superstructure, with 
the hill it stands on, will probably sooner or 
later slide off into the Hudson River, carry- 
ing death and destruction to every person 
and thing in its course. The new capitolina 
house built upon the sand—and quicksand at 
that. The underlying rock here is what is 
known as Hudson River shale. Above this 
are sand, gravel, and claybed. In digging 
for the foundation of the new capitol the 
workmen came upon quicksand, and in order 
to bave any kind of solidity at the base of the 
mammoth structure a floor of cement was 
laid equal in extent tothe whole size of the 
building and from five to ten feet deep. Close 
examination will convince the most skeptic:l 
tbat it is only a question of time about the 
new capitol moving from its present site and 
depositing itself inthe Hudson. Even now

A DYING ARTIST’S VISION. 


Rising From His Pillow to Paint and 
Falling Déad Before the Canvas. 
From tbe New York Sun. 

John Pope, pupil of Couture, associate of 
tue National Academy, one of the founders of 
the Artist’s Fund Societv, and an enthusiast 
in his profession, died at bis home in Fourth 
avenue on Wednesday night, believing that 
at last, after forty years of labor, he had 
fourd the secret of perfected art. A man 
mcre thorougbiy enraptured with his calling 
never lived. He painted while daylight lasted, 
and then he spenttheevening in preducing 
the crayon drawings so much admired in the 
exhibitions at the Academy of Design. 
Though as a portrait painter he excelled, the 
dream of his life was to produce srong figure 
pictures, in which the background of land- 
scape would form as effective a part as the 
tizures themselves. This was his ruling pas- 
sion in life, and as he neared the end the pas- 
sion grew stronger. 

On Wednesday evening, as he lay bick on 
bis pillows, very weak and ill with hemorrh- 
ageof the lungs, his wife, who, with their 
two children, was watching at his side, was 
startled by his suddenly rising in bed and cry- 
ing feverishly: 

„Quick! give me my palette and brush. I 
must paint. Don’t attempt to stop me now, 
for at jastisee all. I can do it new, for 1 
have just discovered the art through the in- 
fluence of visions of exquisitely graduated 
music. It is plain as day at last!“ 

His wife, alarmed at his excitement, made 
aweak attemptto dissuade him, but as op- 


position only increased his excitement and it 


was evident that hisend was very near, she 
humored him. His paints, brushes and can- 
vas were brought to him, and his tearful rel- 
atives arranged the coverings of the bed so 
that they would look more like the drapery of 
his studio. He began his work witha haste 
amounting almost to frenzy. 

„At last, at last,“ he cried. ‘‘I have founa 
the beauty which all my life aud over all the 
world I have been struggling for.“ 

He painted faster and faster. evidently be- 
lieving tbat the canvas would show the beau- 
ty tbat he conceived, although it was in truth 
a sad realization ofthe conception. It was 
late in the day when he began his deathbed 
picture. lt grew darker and darker as he 
went on and his sorrowing family sat around 
him powerless to ease his last moments. At 
last it grew so dark that even hein his excite- 
went noticed it. 

Let us go to the studio,“ he cried sud- 
dent. 

No, no; not to-night. 
morrow.’”? 

Me must goto the studio, he exelaimed, 
making an effort to rise to his feet. The tax 
upon bis strength was too great: without an- 
otber word he fell back on his pillows, dead. 

Henry A. Loop, the artist whose painting, 
the Echo, “ attracted attention in the Cen- 
tennial Art Gallery, said last evening: 1 
knew John Pope for twenty vears, and a 
more honest, earnest, and devoted student of 
art I never met. When he studied in Paris 
with Couture, William M. Hunt was his col- 
league, and they returned to Boston together. 
Pope, after a short season there, went to New 
York, where he bas lived ever since. He was 
a singularly quiet man, worshipped his fam- 
ily, abd was much loved in return. He con- 
stantly improved, his last portraits comparing 
most favorably with those of Baker. Though 
he did not exhibit lavishly, he will unques- 
tionably be missed inthe Academy, where 
bis delightfully executed little crayons were 
always surrounded py an enthusiastic host of 
cODL Oisseurs. 

Mr. Pope was sixty years old. He had 
been ill only a week.

Aaron Burr’s Old Home. 
From the New York Sun, lst. 


The Provost mansion, in the town of Pel- 
ham, near the bridge over East Chester 
Creek, was destroyed by fire on Thursday 
night, together with the furniture, paintings, 
statuary and many ancient relics which were 
bighly prized. The mansion was very large, 
two and a half stories high. with massive ce!- 
umpns of the Corinthian order along the front. 
It is said to have been occupied at one time 
by Aaron Burr. The present Provost family 
holds the land upon which the mansion stood 
under a patent granted to their ancestors by 
the English crown. One of the ancestors and 
former occu pants of the mansion 
defended Savannah successfully against 
an attack of Count de Grasse, com- 
manding the French fleet. Another of the 
family was the Governor of Nova Scotia, and 
his portrait is on the wail of the Parliament 
House of that province. Twoother brothers 
were officersinthe British army. To the 
memory of one of the ancestors of the pres- 
ent family a tablet was erected in St. Paul's 
Church, East Chester; but after the war with 
Great Rritaio, the patriotic feeling of the 
people in Westchester County became so 
manifest that the wardens and vestrymen of 
the cburch were obliged to remove the tab- 
let from the inside of the edifice to a less con- 
spicuous place outside, where it still re- 
mains. The occupants of the mansion up to 
tne time ofits destiuction were George A. 
Provost and bis wife, the daughter of the 
Dean of Carlisle, and two maiden sisters, who 
own considerable land in Albany, Greene and 
Ulster counties by virtue of pateuts granted 
in colonial times.

DIED TOGETHER. 


Pathetic Incident of the Wreck of the 
Ship Eric. 
From the San Francisco Alta California. 


Heprv Wasson, formerly chief ofticer of the 
Ship Erie the Red, who has arrived from the 
otber side of the Pacific, tells a thrilling 
story, the main points of which are as fol- 
lows: On tbe night of September 16 the Eric 
sighted Cape Otway lignt, and every one on 
board was confident that the voyage would 
soon be at an end and were looking forward 
to be at Melbourne on the morrow. The lizht 
breeza which prevailed was just suftic ent fo 
give the ship beadway. At midnight tne 
second officer called the captain on deck and 
reported that a heavy fog bad settled over 
the land, which was scarcely visible. Orders 
were given at about 1:30 a. m. to wear ship, 
but there was not suflicient wind to accom- 
plish the maneuver. Ihe vessel refused 
to go round. The light, which had up to this 
time been invisible, suddenly shone out and 
made visible to all the perilous situation they 
were in. A long narrow ridge of cruel rocks 
runs out some few miles from the cape. It 
was between thit ridge and the high, precipi- 
tous coast that the vessel lay, slowly drifting 
to her doom. The only passengers were a 
gentle man named Gould and his wife. They 
bad been married at Bath buta few weeks 
previous to the vessel’s departure from New 
York. Mrs. Gould had developed incipient 
consumption, and by the advice of the doctors 
bad undertaken a sea voyage witha view to 
combat the dire malady. The young couple 
had enjoyedthemselves during the trip and 
were eagerly looking forward to the termina- 
tion of the voyage. The vessel was now rapid- 
ly drifting to destruction and no power on 
earth could avert her breaking onthe reef. 
Capt. Doane and his ofticera stood 
on the poop, giving orders to 
the crew to get the boats 
out. Two of them were launched, but the 
current carried them among the breakers, 
where they were immediately smashed to 
— At3a. m., just as daylight broke, the 

lj-fated ship with one bound struck upon the 
reef. The shock took six of her crew who 
were clustered onthe forecastie head right 
off their feet, and a succeeding sea sweepin 
over the ship carried them with it. Mr. an 
Mrs. Gould were with the surv vors on the 
poop. With tearful countenances and look; 
of horror they saw their end approaching. 
The captain exhorted them to ailow him to 
have trem lashed to a spar, but either through 
fear, ora — 3 of being saved threugh some 
otber method, they steadily refused. The 
ship was now grinding and crashing among 
the breakers. The sharp rocks were playing 
havoc with the timbers, and the huge waves 
rolling in shore would lift her again aud 
again only to bringthem nearer to destruc- 
tion. Blue lights and rockets were burned, 
but the ligbt-keepers state that, owing to the 
beavy fog, they never saw them. Morniag 
came at last; the breeze bad freshened to a 
gale, but still a pall of mist hung over the land. 
At 4p. m. the bouse on deck got loose, and 
upon it the Captain, Mrs. Gould and sixteen 
others embarked. One heavy sea lifted it off 
the deck, and they found themselves adrift 
on the ocean. Their fate was, however, not 
vet decided. ‘The sea was washing over the 
frail bouse. One huge wave swept Mr. and 
Mrs. Gould and three sailorsintothe yawn- 
ipg gulf. It was impossible to save them. 
Nopes there were none and they disappeared 
almost immediately. When last seen they 
were clinging to each other. The next morning 
the mounted troopers engaged in searching 
the seashore for the dead found the bodies, 
interlocked in each other’s arms. United in 
life, they were not divided in death. Their 
stiff embrace rendering it impossible to sepa- 
rate them,they were buried in one coffin. The 
bodies of five of the crew were found at va- 
rious points along the coast bearing marks of 
bruises from contact with the rocks. The 
survivors, ufter remaining on thejdeck-house 
for twenty hours, were picked up by the 
steamer Dawn on her passage from Adelaide 
to Meibourne. They were kindly received by 
the United States Consul and clothing pro- 
vided for them.

THE BOER REBELLION. 


A Useless Struggle by the Boers Against 
British Rule. 


From the Buffalo Courier. 


The rumor ofa rebellion in the Transvaal 
may produce a sensattion in England, but the 
rebellion itself must be fruitiess. The only 
formidable rival to English power in South- 
ern Africa was Cetewayo, and the strength of 
the Zulusis utterly broken. The reduction 

tthe Basutos to submission is only a ques- 
tion of time; and when the Boers submitted 
to the English yoke in 1877 they threw away 
the only opportunity for making good their 
independence. By stubborn resistance and 
by an alliance with the neighboring savage 
tribes, they might have made astand. Now 
thev must act as rebels if they act at all, and 
they will assuredly be putdown. Of course 
Gladstone’s government would not have an- 
nexed the Transvaal, as it would not have 
undertaken the conquest of Zululand; but it 
must accept the resulis of Beaconsfield’s 
iniquities and make the best of them. It Is 
constrained to a policy of conquest. 

Cape Colony was originally a Dutch de- 
pendency, which the English seized during 
the Napoleonic wars in order to keep it from 
falling into the hands of the French. But by 
the terms of the peace of 1814 the English re- 
tained the colony. The descendents of the 
Dutch settlers, the Boers, have always re- 
garded their new masters with distrust, and 
they eventually withdrew into the rich north- 
ern wilderness across the Vaal, where in 1858 
they set 9 a republic with a regular consti- 
tutiou. heir independence was duly ac- 
knowledged by Eogland, and there was little 
disposition to disturb them manifested until 
it was discovered that the home whicno they 
had chosen was one ofthe most richly en- 
dowed spots inthe world. It 1s a fertile land 
more than 6,000 feet above the level of the 
sea, presenting pro-pects of rolling hill and 
valley covered with thick vegetation and 
watered by pure streams. In the storehouses 
of these bills and valleys are found iron, tin, 
lead, dopper, gold, silver. bor - 
celain-clay, aum, marble, saltpetre, coal, and 
diamonds. The products of the country are 
all kinds of cereals and fruits. There the 
Boersto the number of 30,000, with about 
250,000 subj‘ ct Kaflirs. lived in arude but 
happy way. They had farm houses scattered 
sparsely through the lind, and a part of the 
soil was cultivated, but the great occupation 
of the people was hunting, and the game was 
of aroyal kind,such as elephants, lions, 
tigers, giraffes and the various creatures sel- 
dom found in abundance cutside of Jules 
Verne’s novels. Diamonds were discovered 
in the valley of the Vaal river in 1870, and an 
influx of English adventurers followed. From 
that date, it is probable, the sentiment sprane 
up at the Cape that acountry with diamond 
fields and gold fields witbinits borders, to 
say potbing of its lesser advantages, was al- 
together too valuable to remain in the hands 
of the Boers. We have seen the same feeling 

at work on our western borders and know its 
power. But we break faith with savages and 
invade reservations setapartfor utter bar- 
barism. The English contemplated injustice to 
partly civilized people, and planned the ab- 
sorption of a regular republic witha presi- 
dent and a legislative assemblv. The Trans- 
vaal was annexed April 12, 1877, by Sir Theo- 
philus Shepstone, the royal commissioner 
who was sent out with authority to deal with 
the independence of the Boers as he pleased. 
After a diligent study of the situation he had 
come to the conclusion that annexation, and 
not honesty, was the hest policy. The object 
of the annexation was not merely tae acqui- 
sition of rich territory, but the destruction 
of a young republic. The pretext was that the 
Transvaal Government was getting into debt 
and exbibiting a lamentable disposition to 
quanres with the natives, especially che Zulus. 

n bebalf of general pesce and harmony it 
was proclaimed tbat Great Britain would 
assume the management of the affairs of the 
republic. The absurdity of this plea is 
shown by the fact that the men who made it 
were even then planning an aggressive move- 
ment against their ally, Cetewayo, whom 
they sustained in his dispute with the Boers: 
and the Zulu war followed. The result of 
the annexation which was to insure tranquil- 
ity has been an «ra of unbroken strife. 

The Boers were divided among themselves 
at the time of the dissolution of the republic, 
but they were patriotic enough to enter a 
protest against the consummation of the out- 
rage and they have never since shown the 
slightest spirit of loyalty tothe British crown. 
On the contrary, they bave proved turbulent 
and discontented} subjects; and at last report 
deelares that they have assembled in arms, 
5,000 strong, and proclaimed the republic. 

Their caure is a good one, but we are afraid 
there is little prospect of its t:iumph. The fu- 
ture of South Africa seems to be settled, and 
it must develop slowly under the safe but 
nsrrow system of a confederation of Engtish 
colonies. There is now tittle hope for the 
quick and magnificent results of repubiican- 
ism and nationality.

THE UNION DEPOT. 

If more ludicrous, yet completely. over- 
whelming evidence, about the greedy, 
shameless disregard of obligations by cor- 
porations—who, according to Blackstone, 
have no souls—has ever been presented in 
this city than that laid before the readers 
of the Post-DispaTcu in another column, 
on the subject of the Union Depot, we 
should very much like to hear of it. 

When the, most valuable, franchise of the 
Union Depot Company was granted by the 
city, the company said, black on white, that 
„all it asked was permission to spend 
millions of dollars“ on permaneat improve- 
ments. Whenitreceived the charter its 
own engineers and directory considered 
carefully written estimates in which the 
union depot building alone figured at ‘‘one 
million dollars.“ Yet when, af- 
ter years of disregarded obligation 
and broken promise, an officer of the com- 
pany is politely asked for information as to 
the reason why the cheap temporary sheds, 
buift at a trifling cost, should remain where 
the promised million-dollar building should 
stand, that officer ndulges in the language 
of a coarse blackguard, abuses the city and 
its people, says that the depot now is too 
good for St. Louis and threatens with its 
removal to East St. Louis! 

Ofcourse wedo not make the whole 
company responsible for conduct so trans- 
parently idiotic and ungentlemanly. We 
have no desire to be unjust to the com- 
pany, and cheerfully recognize the fact 
that, unsuitable asthe present arrange- 
ments are, they are sublime compared with 
the old way of crossing the river on ferry- 
boats. We will- go still further 
and concede that so far as the mere run- 
ning in and out of trains is concerned the 
management is excellent. We have no 
feeling or prejudice in the matter at all. It 
is simply a question of facts, facts that are 
both plain and unquestionable. The Depot 
Company has a most valuable franchise. 
It is making enormous dividends. It is 
a very close corporation. Its fran- 
chise is growing more valuable 
every day. It was obtained years ago, 
upon the distinct promise thata suitable 
and permanent depot should be erected. 
The company itself estimated the cost of 
such a building at $1,000,000. Years have 
goneby. The sheds temporarily erected 
still remain. They are scandalously un- 
suitable. People arriving or departing are 
compelled torunin pelting rain or the 
heaviest snow storm in open air,sometimes 
the distance of more than a 
block or two. In weather 
like the present, the depot simply becomes 
a disgrace to any city that tolerates it. 

All we ask is that the depot company 
shall carry out its promise, erect a decent 
building, or at least put the arriving trains 
under cover or roof. If it will carry out 
its obligations it may enjoy its dividends 
without molestation or envy. If it does not, 
if it should tolerate and endorse 
the superb asininity and insolence of its 
secretary, if it should continue to disre- 
gard its obligation, it may find that the of- 
ficials and judges of this city and State 
are not yet as completely under the infla- 
ence of the corporations as they are in the 
East, and that a franchise forfeited in fact 
may be declared forfeited by law. 


Rare Sense.

SEVENTEEN GAMBLING HELLS OPEN EVERY 

EVENING. , 

The Posr DISPATCH has proved that in the 
immediate vicinity of the Court house seven- 
teen gambling hells are open every evening. 
It assignedits reporters on the evening of 
New Year’s Day to visit the gaming-houses, 
and the latter obtained admission to -seven- 

‘teen. Inten keno, in seven faro and roulette 
were played. Over 400 people were present 
inthe hells. No policeman was tobe seen, 
and none ofthe establishments were closed 
before two o’clock in the morning. 

These tacts prove plainly that the Police 
Commissioners do not perform their duty. 
Now and then a raid is made on the gambling 
hells. The proprietors are arrested, aud in 
the nearest police station give surety for their 
appearancein the Police Court. That done, 
they return to their ‘*hells,’’ 
and in half an hour the game is 
again in fullbleyst. Next morning the arrested 
gamblers pay a fine of five or ten dollars in the 
Police Court, frequently not even this insig- 
pificant sum, and then the gambling goes 
quietly Op again.

This Morning.

Several Important Recommendations 
Made by the Governor. 


-_--- =— 


COLUMBUS, O., January 4.—The General 
Assembly met this afternoon and listened to 
the reading of the annual message of Gov. 
Foster. The message is ef the usual length 
snd treats of many topics. Among other 
thimgs Gov. Foster says: The State 
furded debt aggregates $ 6,486,805. 
and of this smount $4,072,640 is pavable 
after June 30, 1881. On November 15 last 
there was in the sinking fund $923,761, which 
willteincreased by the February settie- 
merts. It is safe to assume that by antici- 
pating the August settlements the debt 
maturipg on July the Ist, next, 
can be reduced to $3,000,000. Ia order to 
pay this debt and comply with the Constitu- 
tional sequirements the Governor recom- 
mends the issue of $3,000,000 in four per cent 
bonds, interest pavabie semi-annually $300,- 
000 of which is to mature every six months, 
commencing the tirst of next January. 
These bunds are to „ be Rol 
at not less than their par value. The Gov- 
e:nor states be tbinks that the present levv 
of five-tenths of one mill for the interest and 
sinking furd purposes will furnish the means 
to pay there bonds as tbey mature. A simi- 
lar method can be adopted when the remain- 
ing two and a half millions of State debt ma- 
tures in 1886, and thus on or before 
July, 1891 all the debt can be constitutionally 
paid. The message cails most earaestly up- 
onthe assembly to impose restraints upon 
the alarming tendency toward the increase of 
local indebtedness. The* public works are 
reported ip a prcSperous condition, the re- 
ceipts frem tofis and water rents last year 
baying been $286 988 and expénd.- 
ures some of an unusual character 
owing to the floods, at $223,624. The mes- 
sage says a marked improvement has taken 

lace in the general tone and efficiency of the 
| National guard, and the recommendation is 
made that the mi'itia be increased and more 
liberal appropriations be made for them. In 
referring to the State charitable institutions, 


the Governor says he has endeavored to have 


them run as non-pafiisan justitutions, 
and that with the one single exception the 
several boards of directors are made up of 
three of the dominant - and 
the winority party. The Governor says these 
institf_ tions cannot be properly conducted 
financially until some uniform system of 
book-keeping is decided upon. The Cov- 
ernor recommends that an ad- 
visory board cf pardons be es- 
tablished. He says the State University 
is increasing its usefulness and prelimin- 
ary steps have been taken to re-establish a 
chair of horticulture and botany. The sug- 
gestion is also made that an experimental 
station be established in connection with the 
university. In referring to the Public 
Schools the Governor says no additional 
legislation seems to be required in relation to 
the graded schools, but the ungraded schools 
could be materially improved by proper leg- 
islation. The recommendation is made that 
the question of a geological resurvey for econ- 
omic purposes be carefully considered. The 
recommendation is made that the Assistant 
State Mine Inspector be provided for by law, 
that the salary of Secretarv of State be fixed 
by law, and all fees paid ioto the Treasury; 
thatthesalary of Railroad Commissioner be 
increased, and that be be authorized 
toemploy a competent engineer. The Gov- 
ernor says the railroads in Oaio have a pros- 
pelity never before equaled; that freight 
rates are not burdensome yet in some locali- 
ties discrimination in rates is complained 
of; that the consolidation of 
and control thus secured by the great trunk 
lines causes some alarm, especially among 
agricultural agents, and the recommenda- 
tion that legislative action be had to prevent 
exborbitant rates and unjust discriminations. 
The Governor recommends the appoiament of 
a commission of five persons, two life and two 
fire insurance and a commissioner of insur- 
ance,who shall report tothe Legislature what 
legislation they may deem necessary upon 
this subject. 

The recommendation is made that mutual 
oid associations be placed under such control 
as will at least restrict them to legitimate 
business. The recommendation is made that 
steps be taken at once to provide for building 
a Governor’s dwelling-house.

THE COMING CATACLYSM. 


The Monstrous Comet that is to Destroy 
Us All in the Nascent Year. 


From the New York World. 


Among the dreadful prodigies of the year 
now opening there is said to be one which, if 
it sh all really come to pass, will eclipse all 
others, with the solitary exception of the 
total destruction of the world prophesied by 
**Mother Shipton.’’? This is nothing less than 
the falling into the sun ofa monstrous comet, 
the impact of which will so increase the heat 
of the central luminary that, as some persons 
think, it will destroy all animal and vegetable 
life on the earth and render necessary, if our 
planet is ever to be repeopled, either a long 
process of evolution frem those germs which, 
as no less an authority than Professor Hux- 
ley believes, must at some time in the night 
of the past have been spontaneously generated, 
or else a new creative act. There its reason 
to believe that, even if the predicted comet 
should impinge upon the sun, this prophecy 
will not be justified by the event in all its 
particulars, but still there is no telling; all 
will depend upon the amount of heat gener- 
ated by the impact, which in turn will de- 
pend upon the size and density of the omin- 
Ousstranger, and the velocity to whica it 
shall have attained at the moment whenit 
makes its direct attack upon the very pivot 
anu governor of our system of planets. 

According to the prediction there is now 
somewhere in the universe a body—small, 
— if size, by reason of its distance 

rom the sun, but almost inconcelvably dense 
by reason ofthe amount of matter whicn 1s 
crowded within it—which is proceeding di- 
rectly towards the sun and growing gradually 
larger as it approaches and is expanded by 
the beat. It has long been a favorite theory 
with gstronomers thatthe heat of the sun is 
kept up, in part at least, by the falling into it 
of cosmical matter—meteorites and so forth— 
which it is known must be endlessly gathered 
from space by the overwhelming attraction of 
the sun. Space is known, or at least has 
been said by a great astronomer. to be as 
full of such bodies (among which 
comets must be reckoned) as the sea 16 
of fishes. Perhaps, and very probably, the 
greater amount of solar heat is produced b 
the eontraction of the body of the sun itself 
‘as it is cooled by the radiation, but it is gen- 
erallyfconceded that at least a good proportion 
of the heat is produced, as has been said, by 
the impact of these meteors. Matters like 
this have been calculated by such physicists 
as Helzholtz, Clerk-Maxwell and Sir William 
Thomson, and it has been mathematically de- 
monstrated that sufficient heat might thus be 
produced to keep the solar system in working 
order for atime to Which the imagination of 
the last probable man could hardly stretch in 
its highest flights into the future. The 
methods by which the sun is 
supplied with fuel have indeed long been 
a subject of speculation among physical 
astronomers, and both Sir lsaac Newton aud 
Buffon, who was something of an astronomer 
as well as a ‘‘naturalist,’’ held the view that 
the impact of comets might be the sourse of 
heat—atheory which in essence was first 
broached in more recent times by Mr. Water - 
ston in 1853. Whatever may be the fact as to 
whetber the solar heat is really kept up in this 
way, it is demonstrably certain that the im- 
pact of a great body, such as the approaching 
comet is said to be, would certainly produce 
such a molecular disturbance in the solar 
system as to occasion great damage to all liv- 
ing bodies which should come under its influ- 
ence, and that both animals and vegetabies 


von Hartman to have the whole human race 
blotted out at once and forever, it is not at 
all likely that such a wish could be fulfilled. 
A reduction of the buman race to its fiaal 
principles migut, indeed, be brought about, 


of catastropbe, that at many times there ha, 
been something very nearly like a tot, 
des ti uetion of organized beings over vax 
areas. And set, notwithstanding this, some 
animals and plants, and some germs ang 
spores Have outlived the disaster and have 
gradually spread their vital influences all 
over tre earth. Certain it is that unless 
something of this sort had bappened the 
whole babitable portion of the globe would 
not new be inhabited, asitseems tobe. Ani. 
mals ard plants which now are found in the 
tropics only are represented by remains at 
the poles, and plants and animals now found 
as fossil» in the fur North andthe far Sout» 
are representatives of life which once existed 
inthetrepice. If weofthe temperate zones 
are to be destroyed by the grand cataciasm, it 
by no means follows that life shall be obliter. 
ated everywhere. The long night at the 
poles forbids such a presumption; whether 
tbe great intensification of heat will there. 
fore prevent life at the poles, north and 
south, whenever the catastrophe shal! occur 
really therefore has but little to do with the 
preservation of life onthe globe. The incre. 
ment of beat would be sudden, and as the 
amount of it could hardly be enduring,) it is 
probable tbat by the time when the polar 
summer should come its most disastrous 
effects would bave disappeared. 

W bat then will follow? Whet is the mean. 
ing of tbe old stories which come to us 
through the mythology of Greece, in some of 
which tbe ancestors of the kindly race of men, 
siropg in form and strong in intelligence, 
were the small and least intelligent ot the 
peoples who dwell on the confines of the 
earth tothe nortb? Recent investigations 
seem to show that the people of the world, 
instead of being found in their primitive 
state onthe ‘*aryan plateau“ really came 
from further south, and the inference hu 
been drawn tbat in most andient times it was 
the (now) most southern part of the earth 
the pole—in which were originated (*) the 
germs of that civilization by whom to-day 
We are surrounded. Historically, therefore, 
we would have gcod grounds for believing 
that instexd d come Tadebtéd 
to Asiatics for the life we at present lead we 
owe jt tothe poles. The careful calculatioa 
of Hindoo astronoanica! tables which had been 
made when Bayle wrote bis **Dictionaire His- 
torique et Critique,“ and which has since 
been revised and corrected by Prof. Piazzj 
Smyth and others, shows with surprising ex- 
actress tbat the legends of the oldest of peo- 
pits combined with astronomical events which 
are recorded in the tables, have a foundation 
in fact, the fact being that the earth was peo. 
pied from the poles. It seems probable, in 
view of recent investigations, that ifsucha 
catastrophe us that with which we are threat- 
ened took place ages ago, one of the poles was 
the only place in which bumau tife could pos- 
sibly then bave existed. 

It is, of course, highly probable, and it is 
certainly possible, that the vaticinations of 
the Kentucky astronomer who has assured us 
of the approach of the comet which isto 
work bavoc with the world will not be just- 
fied by theevent. Still, it may be that they 
will be fulfilled. In that case, all that the 
now bigbly civilized parts of the earth have 
to expect is the repeopling of the world from 
the North Pole or the South, and, after all is 
said, is there notacrying necessity of return- 
ing to such principles as bere are found? Far 
to the south is Kerguelen Island with its 
countless aviaries, and far tothe north is the 
frozen pole with the people Jiving near it en- 
gaged simply in keeping soul and body to- 
getber. Civilization has before now come 
from similar mustard seeds than these, and 
there is 10 reason why it should not come 
from things like these, providing only a cata- 
clysm is forthcoming. 


THE CZAR AND HIS SON. 


An Interesting, if True, Story of Theil 
Friendly Kelations. | 
St. Petersburg Cor. Londen Dally News. 

It max interest some of vour readers to 
know what are the relations of the Emperor 
andthe Cesarewitch towards each other as 
shown by public and private incidents. I 
have already mentioned in previous letters 
tbat while there may be diflerence,of opin- 
ion between them on certain fundamental 
points of home politics, the private relations 
of father and son are of a very cordial nature. 
It may be that the incidents connected with 
their visit to the shrine of Our Lady of 
Kazan, when theCzar arrived in St. Peter- 
burg from Livadia, were intended to disvel 
some of the unfounded stories in circula- 
tion as to their relations; but 
as the local press is not allowed to narrate 
such matters it is not generally known 
tbat after — bad concluded their devotions 
the Cesarewitch turned toward the Emperor 
andembraced him. Both then turned to- 
wards those assembled in the Cathedral and 
bowed three times, thus acknowledging 
jointly the congratulations offered on the Em- 
peror’s safe return. I knowit may be said 
this would be only rehearsing a part coram 
populo, but at any rate, it may be regarded 
as a} ublic refutation of anything like aliena- 
tion orserious differences. An incident oc- 
curred the following day in the Emperor’s 
Cabinet as reported in the city, although per- 
buts known ss yetto a very small number, 
and was certainly spontaneous and unre- 
hearsed, with two spectators only. M. Aba- 
za, the Finance Minister, having submitted 
bis programme to the Czar, and His Majesty 
having ascertuined the views of the Cesare 
witeh and Count Melikoff, who were a'so 
present, rose from his seat and addressing 
them, said: “You wish me to sign to-day the 
measure forthe abolticn of the salt excise 
and the reduction of the duty on foreign salt, 
and the amount of duties are to be replaced 
from some otber sources. I am happy to siga 
this ukase, and it is the first time [have 
bad the pleasure to abolish a tax“ (or 
words totbateffect). Then adding, Give 
me the pen,“ the Emperor forthwith signed 
the proposais. Then proceeding towards the 
kon“ (sacred picture), in one of the angles 
cfthe room, he offered up the prayer that 
God would protect Russia. When the Em- 
oo concluded the Cesarewitch approached 

im and embraced him as his son, thanking 
him for signing the ukase. and adding that 
when he became Emporer he desired totread 
in the same direction and to be able to abol- 
ish taxes that were onerous. Such are the 
simple incidents which marked the public 
and private relations of the Emperor and the 
Cesarewitch on the day and on the morrow of 
the former’sreturn. One word on another 
subject. bat a morganatic marriage has 
taken place between the Czar and the Princ- 
ess Do es is a matter of universal belief. 
And I have already informed your readers 
that the Cesarewitch and Czarevna had be- 
come reconciled to the inevitable before the 
departure of His Majesty for Lividia at the 
end of August last. 1 now learn on good au- 
thority that the marriage really took place on 
October 3 (2let September, O. 8.). There 
will be, I believe, no Imperial rescript or 
manifesto announcing the marriage to the 
Russian nation. It is purely of a morganatic, 
domestic character. ,

THE TIMES IN COURT. 


Procecding Before Judge lLindley—Ap: 
plication for a Restraining Order. 


The Judges of the Circuit Court are mani- 
festing no disposition to wrestie with the 
complications of the Times. This moraing 
Frank J. Bowman refileda petition in the 
clerk’s office seeking the appointment of a 
receiver and order of sale. It was assigned 
to Room No. 5, but Judge Thayer promptly 
declined to entertain the matter on the 


ground that it had not reached his division 
of the court in the reguiarorder. Proceed- 
ings for injunction had been heard in Room 
No. 

It was suggested that Judge Lindley’s 
division was already crowded with business. 
Judge Thayer said that be would not hear the 
matter. 

W ben Judge Lindley took his seat at half 
pastten o’clock, Mr. Mekeighau presented 
Mr. Bowman’s application in Room No, 4. 
Judge Lindley asked the reason that the 
Times matter agaia appeared tbere: he un 
derstocd that Judge Boyle had tue papers in 
bis court. 

Mr. McKeighan said that the petition filed 
and presented in Court No. 3 yesterday had 
since been dismissed without prejudice, and 
he belda new petition. 

The Court remarked that it was difficult to 
know wbattodointhe Times case. If tue 
papers came to room No, 4 in regular order 
be would see What was tobe done about it 
after the calling of the motion docket, but not 
before. 

The new petition sets forth substantially the 
matter contained in the bill tiled vesterday, 
particulars of which were given inthe Posr- 
DispatTcH. The petitioner, however, allezes 
that he now controls a maj pricy of tne notes 
secured by the deed of trust upou the TIMES 
property, an aggregate amount ot $28,553 
He says thai ttbhe property is in a bad condi- 
tion, that the constable is in possession 
under executions obt ained against the Times 
Company and that the trusice is uuabie to 
protect the property. The petitioner asks 
for the appointment of areceiver,an order 
for sale, an order restraining the publication 
of the Times from the office of the Posr- 
DISPATCH, an order upon the receiverto 
continue in force the contract with the Re- 
publican publishers entered iato by 
Presicent Cundiff of the Time- 
Compapy until asaleof the property shall 
tuke place and an order upon the Associated 
Press to deliver the telegraph dizpatches to 
the parties publishing the Times under that 
contract. Thealleged majority control of the 
notes by Bowman arises from the fact that 
Mr. McKeighap, who represents the notes 
for $5,000 held by the Mastin Bank, is inter- 
ested with Mr. Bowman on that side of the 
conflict. 

Shortly after noon Judge Lindley announc. 
ed that he would hear the applicatiod in the 
matter of the Times.

Two Stories of the Famous, Tom 
Ochiltree, Ksq., of ; Texas. f

Jem Mace, the celebrated Eaglish prize- 
fighter, now in Australia, once spent a winter 
in New Orleans. He used to amuse himself 
and bis admirers by betting the drinks witb 
them that they could not hithfm—they to do 
their best to hit him and he simply to ward 
off the blows. Tom Ochiltree, of Texas, who 
has gained considerable reputation from his 
intimacy with Gen. Grant, and perhaps even 
morereputation from the fast running horse 
which was named after him, happened to be 
in New Orleans during the winter. Semeof 
Ochiltree’s friends told him of Mace’s favorite 
bet. Ochiltree is ashort, thick-set, power- 
fully built man. His hair is just 
red enough to indicate a fiery 
temper. As soon as he was told of Mace’s 
bet he tired up and said he would bet the 
crowd a champagne supper that he could hit 
Jem Mace. he bet, of course, was taken at 
once, and the whole party started out in 
search of Mace. He was easily found in a 
neighboring drinking-saloon. Mace was 
standing at the bar in the act of taking a drink. 
Ochiltree stepped quietly up beside him ana 
bit him suddenlyastinging blow on the 
cheek. Mace quietly placed his glass on the 
bar, and, scarceiy moving his body, brought 
his right hand up and struck Ocbiltree a fear- 
ful blow just under one ear. Ochiltree im- 
mediately fell to the floor in a heap. His 
friends rushed to him, gathered him up and 
carried him tothe nearest hotel. Doctors 
were sent for in a great hurry, aod after two 
or three hours of hard work they succeeded 
in bringing Ochiltree back to this earth. He 
was confined to his room inthe hotel for three 
weeks, however. When he tinally reappeared 
he was forced to furnish the champagne sup- 
er. Some of bis friends said to him: What 
in the worla made you such a blanked fool as 
to bit Jem Mace?“ “Why,” said Ochiltree, 
I thought I would just tap him without his 
knowledge and would then explain to him. 
Among the numerous good storiestold at 
Ochiltree’s expense isthe followiag: He had 
just arrived in New York one winter from 
Europe and was fairly resplendentina new 
overcoat and a very elegant sealskincap. He 
was talking with some friends in a hotel lob- 
by, and one of them expressed great admira- 
tion for Ochiltree’s ep. Why. there's quite 
a little history connected with that cap,’’ said 
Ochiltree; that was given me by a French 
countess. Such a dear little creature, so be- 
witchivgly handsome, and charming in every 
way. ell, I net her while in Paris, and she 
fell in love with me at once, and while I was 
there I saw a great deal of ber. She made me 
several very handsome presents, which i will 
show you some time,and amongthem was 
this hat.“ 

One of his friends, who had become quite 
interested in the hat by this time, took it off 
Ochiltree’s head, and there, pasted ia the 
top of it, was a trade-mark, with ‘‘*Knox, 
Hatter,” printed on it.

Gain Admittance to a Hell.

What Commissioner Moffett Thinks of 
the Judges—That’s Where the 
Shoe Pinches.

The Post-Dispatcu of yesterday had a 
long and interesting account of araid made 
on the gamblers by PostT-DiIspaTCH report- 
ers on Saturday night. The entire seventeen 
faro and keno shops were visited and de- 
scribed at length. The Police Commissioners 
are of opinion that the gambling isn’t very 
open, but the reporters found no difficulty 


whatever in gaining admission. 

Police Commissioner Leslie Moffett was 
called upon this moruing and asked if he had 
read the article alluded to. Yes, he had. It 
was interesting reading, but he supposed 
that it was made up without the visits. He 


said he himself had never been able 
to get into «a gambling- room in the 
city.althoughb he had frequently tried. They 
won't let me tbrouchb the first door.” 

„Don't you think, Mr. Moffett, that gamb- 
ling is more open and more general now than 
ever before!“ 

„No., 1 don’t. It bas always been very bad, 
and there seems to be little possibility 
of rooting it out. Lt can’t be 
done. Men have always gambled 
and they always will. It might 
with proper legislation be somewhat checked 
and kept under control.’’ 

“Whatisthe trouble, Mr. Moffett? Is it the 

Commissioners or the police or the law that 
is at fauit?” 
»Tpe maintroubleis the law. We can’t 
raid them, we dare not batter down 
their coors nor can we take 
an implement away from them as 
we usedto. The Supreme Court has so de- 
cided and we are powerless. Before a gamb- 
ling bouse can be entered a warrant has to be 
sworn out before the Prosecuting Attorney. 
It it is necessary totake any of the imple- 
ments to be used us witnesses, the Prosecu- 
ting Attorney takes charge ofthem and sub- 
sequently returus them to the house.“ 

**Whatwould you favor in the way of 
legislation? Would a heavy license do any 
good?“ 

„can't be sure that it would, but if every 
Police Commissioner favored a license we 
would not be allowed to collect it. There 
are people here in the city who are 
my oy to a license and tuey 
will go to Jefferson City and defeat anv move 
in that direction. I think tbat gambling 
should be made a penal offense. It isuseless 
to fine them. The fine is easily paid, but if 
they bad to do a little laber at the Work- 
house Ithink they would quit the busi- 
nest.“ 

»PDo vou think thit the law is well ad- 
ministered on tue cases you make out against 
them”? 

No, sir. 1 do not. There is where the 
rotrenness is, and vou may say that I said eo. 
If jou pews paper men want to do some good, 
just let three oi four men be detailed to watch 
the Four Courts,and there will be less to 
complain of about the gamblers, the 
lottery men and the thugs 
generally. There is a loose screw in the war 
of thef{P’olice Commi -sioners,whic : effectually 
prevents them enforcing even ine very poor 
law thatwe have. If I could talk to vou just 
to give vou private information, and you 
wouldpn’t publish whatI said, I could open 
your eyes and convince vou that all the ras- 
cality in the city isn’t in the gambling 
houses!“ 

„f gambling could be punished by a com- 
mitment to the Work-house, do you think the 
police judges would put the penalty on?” 

„ think Judge Dennisen would.“

A BABY BURNED. 


Fatal Result of a Blazeinan Up-Town 
Tenement 


Shortly after 10 o’clock this morning the 
cry of fre was raised in au alley in the rear 
of 1213 North Seventh street. It is a locality 
densely populated bythe poorer class, and 
there swarmed forth from the tenements 
throngs of excited people. Smoke and flame 
were pouring from the windows of a second- 
story back room in a frame building occupied 


by the family of Frank Bartley. Those who 
arrived first found the door fastened and on 
bursting in saw a sight calcu- 
lated to unnerve stout hearts. The room 
is scarcely more than ten feet square. In one 
corner was thé bed, a mass of flames; on the 
floor layachild of three years burned be- 
yond all hope, and nearby lay a babe of two 
months in a cradle toward which the devour- 
ing element was creeping. 

It took the firemen but a few moments to 
rescue the infantand stamp out the blaze. 
A basty ¢xamination showed that the older 
child was beyond earthly salvation. From 
face to feet ihe front of its body was burned 
toa crisp and the skin had sloughed off 
gna hung like the tatters of 
a gal ment. 
appeararce. It was something to make those 
uscd to bard sights turn away witha sicken- 
ing feeling. 

Toureporter Mrs. Bartley told a pitiful 
tale. Sbe bad gone out for the purposeof 
Visiting s pawn-shop to raise somethiug on 
her sbaw! with which to buy bread. Before 
leaving she had taken the little girl, Annie, 
aged three, outof the bed,and had placed her 
ip 4 chair before tue tire with 
her feet on the bearth, telliog 
stir till she got home. 
The little one bad on nothing but a night- 
dress. This was all the mother knew til! wora 
was brought ber of the fire. Her theory was 
that the child must have thrust a stick in the 
fire and then waved it over ber bead and 
around her until the brand touched the bed 
und tgpited it. There was but a narrow space 
between tbe chair and the bed, and the theory 
ofthe origin of the tire was generally ac- 
cepted: more so, indeed, than was the 
Woman's story that she had gone ont to vet 
bread. The neighbors shook their heads at 
this and said simply **whisky.” 

The child died before noon. The body was 
not even scorched, 80 prompt was the rescue.
